|! Extended Debate in House.

To pay in gold is 
inconvenient, if not imrossible for us, 
and in any case it would not be for the 
advantage of America. 

‘““In this case a detached observer 
might be forgiven asking. the: question, 
Who pays? If, we. were to continue pay- 
ing as we have begun, we could only 
do harm to America. If we-pay by the 
export of goods, some dislocation even 
then is bound. to occur. 

‘The moral of both: cases is-one that 
has long been appreciated in business. 
The payment of a debt is a matter for 
negotiation’ between «the creditor - and 
debtor.

British Officials Worried Over 
Caliphate Congress’ Plans to 
Back Tarks if War Comes. 


LONDON, Jan. 9 (Associated Pree) ——| 
A new threat against Durdope is seen by 
British. officials in the action taken at 
the final aitting at Gaya ‘of the’ All- 
India Caliphate Conference, official re- 
ports.of which have just been received. 

According to these reports, the confer- 
ence “warned the Indian Government 
that, in the event of a breakdown of the 
Lausanne conference and war.with Tur- 
key due to “the unjust attitude of the 
Allies, particularly Great Britain,” the 
Moslems of India, numbering ten times 
the entire population. of Turkey, would 
immediately launch a givil disobedience 
campaign. 

The program to be put into effect if 
war is detlared includes propaganda 
among the Indian police and army, stop- 
page of recruiting, refusal to subscribe 
to war loans, picketing of foreign cloth 
and liquor shops and the prevention of 
food exports. Jn addition a legion is to 
be recruited for service with the Turks. 

The conference resolved to appeal for 
£666,000 ahd 50,000 volunteers, within 
three months, when the central commit- 
tee would. advise regarding the launch- 
ing of the disobedience campaign. It 
also decided to begin the work of form- 
ing the Angora Legion immediately. 

The conference further resolved that

after some reaction, at substantial re- 
coveries. On Monday the weakness in 
wheat and edtton prices had been popu- 
larly ascribed to misgivings about Bu- 
rope. Prices for both ended yesterday 
at a recovery greater than ‘their decline 
of the day befere.. 

Publication of the last but one of the 
fortnightly ‘‘ ginning, reports’’ set. the 
cotton trade, again discussing yesterday 
the probable crop of 1922. Up to Janu- 
ary 9,598,907 bales had been counted at 
the ginneries. The*department’s early 
December estimate of total yield was 
9,964,000. To reach that figure, 365,000 
bales must Have been left unginned on 
Jan..1, Ginnings up to that date a year 
ago were only 155,000 less than the sub- 
sequently ascerth#ined crop; two years 
ago they were 1,820,000 short of the dc- 
tual yield.

one, with ginning prolonged according- 
ly; whereas last year’s short crop, like 
the still smaller yield of 1921, was 
ginned rapidly, both because it did not 
tax the capacity, of the ginneries and 
because quick ginning “was encouraged 
by high prices. This on its face might 
make the department’s December esti- 
mate seem excessive.
